politically conservative Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau 
Federation 


was asked today to soften its 
Vietnam stand from a call for 
"total national commitment" to 
victory to one seeking "an hon- 
orable and peaceful settlement" 
of the war. 


The new resolution, 
which 


also urges the South Vietnamese 
"to assume a greater responsi- 
bility" in prosecuting the war, 
comes before the bureau's 50th 
anniversary 
convention Thurs- 


day. 


With 1.8 million members, the 


American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation is the nations largest 
farm organization and carries 
considerable clout in legisla- 
tures of many rural states and 
U a major agricultural lobby in 
Washington. 


The resolution draft, 
made 


public today, pledges the bu- 
reau's support to "the efforts of 
the President to bring an hon- 
orable and peaceful settlement 
in Vietnam. 


"We honor and respect the 


sacrifices of our men and wom- 
en in service and those of our 
allies who are bound together in 
this defense of freedom. 


Last year the Farm Bureau

siege and Shootout Monday in 
which six persons, including 
three policemen, were wounded. 


It was the latest in a series of 


police-Panther 
confrontations 


which have resulted in the death 
of 28 members of the Negro 
group since January 1968, said 
Charles Garry, white attorney 
for the Panthers' national head- 
quarters in Oakland. Two Pan- 
thers were fatally shot during a 
police raid in Chicago Thurs- 
day. 


Negro 
spokesmen 
charged 


that the Los Angeles raid was 
part of a widespread police plot 
to break up the Panthers, if nec- 
essary by killing them. 


Acting Police Chief Harold 


Gates said the purpose of his 
men was to serve warrants for 
illegal possession of weapons.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has opened the way for 
the final vote on the massive 
tax reform bill by killing an ef- 
fort to eliminate the tax exempt 
status of political contributions 
by labor unions. 


The labor contributions issue 


was the last time-consuming 
battle in the lengthy floor de- 
bate on the House approved 
measure, up for expected pas- 
sage today after other minor 
amendments were dealt with. 


In the 10th day of debate Mon- 


day, the Senate turned back two 
moves to remove labor unions' 
tax-exempt privilege in political 
activitym 


The bill faces a veto by Presi- 


dent Nixon, who said at a news 
conference 
Monday night he 


could not sign the measure as 
presently written by the Senate 
because of the cost. 


The Senate has turned the leg- 


islation into a combined tax-So- 
cial Security bill by tacking on a 
rider boosting pension and other 
benefits by 15 per cent. 


In the House, legislation for a 


15 per cent increase in Social 
Security benefits was cleared 
for floor action, with a possible 
vote scheduled Friday. 


It foreshadowed a possible 


clash with the Senate over the 
broader Social Security expan- 
sion in the tax reform bill.

Commenting Monday on NBC, 


Herbert Kaplow said: "I got the 
definite opinion that the Presi- 
dent had though this out and de- 
cided to give strong support to 
his vice president. I think it was 
a rather strong endorsement of 
the vice president." 


CBS followed the half-hour 


news conference with about five 
minutes of summary and analy- 
sis. NBC said earlier it would 
not analyze the conference, but 
it presented about eight minutes 
of summary and analysis. 


ABC summarized the Presi- 


dent's remarks in about cone 
minute and returned to its regu- 
lar programming.

Silencing the Liar 


Mother-in-liiw trouble sent Fred's 


young w i f e into court. 


"Th:it horrid woniiin has been 


telling my Fred sonic terrible tales 
iihoiil me." 
she 
complained. "1 


w a n t ;i slop order against these lies. 
I want an injunction to keep her 
quiet from now on." 


Hut the court refused to issue 


Mich .'in order. The judge s.'iid the 
wife would have to lei the mother- 
in-law do her talking—and then 
sue her for defamation of charac- 
ter. 


To the young woman, the judge's 


advice was scant comfort. And to 
anyone facing vilification by an- 
other person, an ounce of preven- 
tion is surely better than a pound 
of cure. 


Yet, as a rule, courts will not 


forbid a falsehood 
in advance— 


mainly for fear of stifling the free 
speech guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution. The law's usual remedy, in- 
stead, is lo let Ihe lie come out 
in the open, and then make the 
liar suiter the consequences. 


This applies not only to private 


disputes, as in the case of Fred's 
wile, but lo public disputes as well. 
I or example: 


A man 
fired from a charitable 


organisation began publicly accus- 
ing its ollicials of misconduct. The 
organi/.ation went to conn for a 
slop order, on the ground that Ihe 
accusations were false—and were 
s i i l l > 111.14 ils good name. 


Mul again Ihe court refused lo 


inleit'ere. saying Ihe organi/alion 
would have lo follow the slower 
path ol a damage suit for defa- 
mation.

South's five-club call rep- 


resented s o m e degree of 
optimism. He had overcalled 
with eight high-card points 
and then shown his second 
suit. After all, his partner 
had been willing to settle for 
game. 


South's play of the hand 


did not reflect this optimism. 
An optimist might well try 
for an overtrick by means 
of a dummy reversal play. 
A heart to the ace, ruff a 
second club, heart to the 
queen, ruff a third club, di- 
amond to the queen, ruff a 
fourth club, and so on. 


This line would work as 


long as the diamond suit 
acted in a friendly manner 
but, with West holding four 
diamonds to the jack and 
East holding the king of 
spades, South would wind up 
going down one on this line 
of play. 


South noted that 
simple

Search Continues 
For Safer Pill

Since a large number of 


questions about contracep- 
tive pills continue to come 
my way, here is a rundown 
on the latest thinking on the 
subject.

women in the United States 
take some type of pill and it 
is still the only nonsurgical 
method of birth control that, 
when used correctly, is 100 
per cent effective. The pill 
consists 
of synthetic hor- 


mones that cause simulated 
pregnancy and thereby pre- 
vent, ovulation. 


In a recent survey of ob- 


stetricians 3 per cent said 
the m o s t 
frequently 
re- 


quested 
f a m i l y - planning 


method was rhythm while 95 
per cent named the pill. Side 
effects of the 
pill include 


morning sickness, breast en- 
gorgement, gain in weight, 
pigmentary changes in the 
skin (the mask 
of preg- 


nancy) and enlargement of 
any ' uterine 
fibroids 
that 


might be 
present. 
These 


symptoms, simulating those 
of pregnancy, were the rea- 
sons most frequently given 
for discontinuing the pill. 


There appears to be a 


slight but definite risk of the 
formation of blood clots in 
women in England who take 
the pill. The risk of these 
clots is not so great, how- 
ever, as it is in pregnancy 
and careful studies in the 
United States have not fully 
supported the British find- 
ings.

British 
authority 


stated: "While there is no 
cause for panic about the 
p o s s i b l e consequences of 
widespread use of the pres- 
ent types of oral contracep- 
tives, neither is there room 
for complacency." It is clear, 
however, that the risk of 
clotting is less in women 
whose blood type is () than 
in those whose type is A, B 
or AB

U.S. fighter-bombers and B52s 
have teen stepped up in recent 
weeks because the monsoon sea- 
son has ended and the traffic 
has increased. 


Although newsmen covering 


the Vietnam war have frequent- 
ly reported that U.S. Air Force 
and Navy planes were bombing 
the enemy supply line through 
officially neutral Laos, the U.S. 
government for five years has 
refused to admit such opera- 
tions. 
Senior American officers in 
Saigon, under orders not to dis- 
cuss the air campaign in Laos 
publicly, were taken by surprise 
when President Nixon told a 
questioner at his news confer- 
ence Monday night: "We are 
also, as I have publicly indicat- 
ed and as you know, interdicting 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail as it runs 
through Laos." By interdicting, 
the President meantbombing. 


Some officers in Saigon said 


they hoped Nixon's admission 
would prompt the Pentagon to 
issue new guidelines allowing 
the daily disclosure of the num- 
ber of missions flown, the tar- 
gets attacked, results of the 
raids, the number of planes shot 
down and other such details 
missing from the daily commu- 
niques 
since 
U.S. planes 


switched from targets in North 
Vietnam to targets in Laos. 


Officially the position of the 


U.S. Command still was "no 
comment" despite the Presi- 
dent's remarks. 


Elsewhere in the war: 
South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported 14 Vietnamese 
killed and 78 wounded in three 
Viet Cong attacks. 


Thirteen national policemen 


were killed and 25 wounded Sun- 
day before dawn when about 100 
Viet Cong troops attacked the 
police training center in Dalat, 
150 miles north of Saigon. Thir- 
teen barracks were reported 
damaged. The Viet Cong used 
mortars, rocket grenades, rifles 
and satchel charges, and none 
of the raiders y.'ore reported 
killed.

He cautioned, however, ene* 


my action still could cause him 
to alter his view. He said the 
number of American soldiers to 
be pulled out in the next round 
is still undecided. It appeared 
Nixon wants further reports on 
infiltration before making a fi- 
nal decision. He promised the 
announcement in two or three 
weeks. 


In his 30-minute session with 


reporters, his first formal news 
conference since late Septem- 
ber, Nixon dealt largely with 
Vietnam, including the alleged 
My Lai massacre. But he also 
touched on domestic and foreign 
policy matters. 


There was an undisguised 


threat to veto the tax reform 
bill as written by the Senate to 
include large increases in Social 
Security benefits and a jump in •

Nixon also warned again he 


will call Congress back Into a 
rare post-Christmas special ses- 
sion if lawmakers' efforts flag 
in acting on appropriations.

He said the war is cooling off 


with casualties and infiltration 
both down now as 
compared 


with a year ago. 


"Looking to the future," Nix- 


on said," if that situation continu- 
ues I believe that we can see 
that the Vietnam war will come 
to a conclusion regardless of 
what happens at the bargaining 
table." 


At present, he said, 
the 


chances for a negotiated settle- 
ment—at the Paris peace talks 
are "not good," but they might 
improve as his Vietnamization 
plan develops because the enemy 
would find it harder to make a 
settlement with the Saigon gov- 
ernment alone than with Saigon 
and Washington. 


Nixon was asked early in the
